All eight men aboard were 
killed, including three members 
of Ware’s staff and four crew 
members. Names of the others 
were withheld pending notifica­ 
tion of next of kin. All the bodies 
were recovered. 
Ware, formerly Army chief of 
nformation at the Pentagon, ar­ 
rived in Vietnam in December 
and commanded Saigon’s de­ 
fenses during the enemy’s lunar 
new year offensive beginning 
Jan. 31. 
He was the fifth U.S. general 
to die in the Vietnam war and 
the second allied general killed 
in the last week.

In a letter Friday to Chair­ 
man James O. Eastland, D* 
Miss., Fortas said he believed 
“my proper course of action is 
respectfully to decline to appear 
again.” 
Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark de­ 
fended Fortas’ position in a 
speech Friday night, saying op­ 
position to him was based on 


politics and a desire to roll back 
civil rights. 
In related developments, Vice 
President Hubert II. Humphrey, 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date accused his Republican op­ 
ponent, Richard M. Nixon, of 
collaborating with Southerners 
to block Fortas confirmation. 
Humphrey called on Nixon to 
come out in support of Fortas. 
Nixon rejected the Humphrey 
charge saying “there is abso­ 
lutely no truth” in it. 
He added that he neither op­ 
poses nor supports Fortas, that 
the matter is “in the hands of 
the Senate.” 
The committee’s new round of 
hearings is to be resumed Mon­ 


day with Sen. Gordon Allott, R -! 
Colo., the only witness definitely 
scheduled to testify. 
Allott has said that Fortas 
participated in the drafting this 
year of an appropriations bill 
amendment providing for Secret 
Service protection for presiden­ 
tial candidates. 
In its hearings that got under­ 
way shortly after Fortas de­ 
clined to appear, the committee 
received testimony that: 
—Fortas was paid $15,000, 
from private, tax-exempt dona­ 
tions solicited by his former law 
partner, Paul A. Porter, for 
teaching a once-a-week summer 
law course at American Univer­ 
sity here. 


—The sale and open distribu­ 
tion of pornographic materials 
have 
mushroomed under Su­ 
preme Court decisions in ob­ 
scenity cases in which Fortas 
joined. 
B. J. Tennery, dean of the uni­ 
versity’s law school, told about 
the amount and the source of 
the payment to Fortas as a lec­ 
turer in a new course on Law 
and the Social Environment. 
He testified that altogether 
$30,000 was raised to launch the 
nine-week summer course this 
year and that the funds were se­ 
cured by Porter from five busi­ 
ness and financial l e a d e r s . 
There is nothing illegal about 
Fortas accepting such a task or 
getting paid for it.

There is nothing illeg al about 
such teaching , but Sen. Hiram 
Fong . R^Hawaii, asked Tennery 
if he felt a Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice “ should hire himself out” 
for services for pay .

Expands From Heartlands

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
areas which produce the most 
livestock feed grains traditional-' 
ly turn out the most fat cattle 
for the nation’s slaughter m ar­ 
ket. 
This has been true about the 
corn belt of the upper Midwest. 
But the feed grain production 
has been expanded far beyond 
the Iowa-Illmois heartland and 
cattle feeding now is im portant 
to many areas that a few years 
ago had to ship stock hundreds 
of miles to be fattened. 
A recent study by the Agricul­ 
ture Departm ent shows nearly 
all of the nation’s fat cattle 
come from the sam e 39 states

Soviet Strength 


Up In Europe 


50 Divisions 
Said Deployed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
officials say intelligence reports 
indicate the Soviet Union has 
built up its arm y in Eastern Eu­ 
rope to more than 50 divisions, 
about twice the number m ain­ 
tained by the West on the other 
side of the Iron Curtain. 
While the Soviet divisions are 
said to be in a very high state of 
readiness, some NATO divisions 
are below strength and lacking 
in sustained logistics support, 
by U.S. standards. 
U.S. 
intelligence 
reports, 
charting Soviet moves connect­ 
ed with the occupation of Czech­ 
oslovakia, have sparked deep 
concern that the balance of pow­ 
er in E astern and Central Eu­ 
rope has shifted against the 
West. 
Officials stress they are talk­ 
ing about the threat in term s of 
Soviet capability 
rather than 
any Russian intent to attack. 
Before 
the 
Russians led 
a 
W arsaw Pact invasion of Czech­ 
oslovakia on Aug. 20, the Soviet 
Union maintained 20 divisions in 
E ast Germany, two in Poland 
and four in Hungary. 
NATO nations arrayed a total 
of 24 divisions in and near West 
Germany. 
France, 
no 
longer 
part of NATO, nonetheless con­ 
tributed 
to 
Western 
military 
strength with two divisions in 
West Germany. 
While the figures vary from 
nation to nation, a Soviet divi­ 
sion contains about 10,000 men. 
An American division has about 
15,000 men, exclusive of support 
troops. 
Some of the Russian divisions 
invading Czechoslovakia came 
from East Germany and Po­ 
land, others from the Soviet Un­ 
ion itself. 
. According to the latest U.S. 
intelligence 
analysis, 
Russia 
now has 17 divisions in Czecho­ 
slovakia where there were none 
before the invasion. 
Six of these divisions are de­ 
ployed within striking distance 
of the Czech-West German bor­ 
der, which until Soviet occupa­ 
tion was manned only by Czech 
guards. 
U.S. military authorities say 
the Russians are now astride a 
main avenue of approach to 
such im portant German cities 
as Munich and Nuremberg. 
Ten 
Russian divisions have 
been stationed in Poland, where 
only two were placed before 
Aug. 20. 
Meanwhile, Russian divisions 
also have been shipped to East 
Germany to restore the 20-divi­ 
sion force which the Soviet Un­ 
ion has kept in that satellite for 
many years. 
In addition to the forward 
movement of perhaps 26 or 27 
Russian divisions from the So­ 
viet Union, U.S. intelligence has 
learned that some of the sup 
porting divisions well back in­ 
side Russia have been brought 
up to full strength. 
Normally, many of these rear 
area divisions are staffed at less 
than war level strength. 
Still another m easure which 
U.S. intelligence noted with con­ 
cern was mobilization of Rus­ 
sian supply and other support 
services reaching back into the 
Soviet Union—a necessary ac­ 
tion to support a m ajor forward 
deployment of the arm y.

I the board’s current $500,000 ap­ 
propriation for t u i t i o n , and 
counseling assistance. 
Millett said the p r o g r a m 
probably would be expanded to 
involve perhaps $2 million an- 
I nually.

Birth Control Showdown 
In Washington Day Away

Here is the setting: 
—The 51 priests and some 
theologians adopted a statem ent 
holding that Catholic 
couples 
may responsibly decide accord­ 
ing to their consciences that a r­ 
tificial contraception is perm is­ 
sible in some circum stances. 
—The cardinal directed them 
to give up that stand and accept 
the Pope’s ruling fully. He gave 
them until Saturday to recant 
and mentioned the possibility of 
canonical 
penalties 
for those 
who do not. 
—As if to emphasize his point 
the cardinal dismissed the Rev 
T. Joseph O’Donoghue as assist­ 
ant 
pastor 
of 
a 
Washington 
church for delivering a sermon 
Aug. 4 quoting high church offi­ 
cials who disagree with the en­ 
cyclical. 
-In another action the trus­ 
tees 
of 
Catholic 
University 
asked last week that a panel be 
appointed to investigate wheth­ 
er 18 teachers have violated 
their responsibility to the uni­ 
versity by publicly dissenting on 
the issue. 
Neither side has budged and 
nothing was settled in a two- 
hour closed-door session Tues­ 


day to which Cardinal O’Boyle 
summoned

ers reported there

Hiram 
Fong. RiHawaii, asked Tennery 
if he felt a Supreme Court jus­ 
tice “ should hire himself out” 
for services for pay.
